WINNIPEG, June 16.—Winnipeg indus- 
trial employers today issued a formal 
statement outlining their position on the 
Principle of collective bargaining, and 
suggesting a plan of settlement of the 
controversy with the Winnipeg’ Metal 
Trades’ Council. 

The employers’ statement was formal- 
ly indorsed by Gideon. Robertson, Fed- 
eral Minister of Labor. They agree to 
discuss industriai controversies wit: 
delegations representing the crafts em- 
ployed by their concerns. . Leaders of 
the central strike committeé, which or- 
ganized the sympathetic strike on May 
15, have insisted that business agents 
of the Metal Trades Council should have 
the power to adjust disputes which af- 
fect one or more of the seven crafts em- 
braced in the coyncil. 

In their statement the employers say 
that their outline of collective bargain- 
ing has been indorsed by the Mediation 
Committee of the railway brotherhoods 
as ‘being in principle and effect the 
same as that enjoyed by these and other 
organizations."’ 

Federal and city officials took the po- 
sition that settlement of the metal work- 


ers’ dispute, which was followed by the 
general sympathetic strike, had nar- 
rowed to a single issue—the one big 
union. Winnipeg employers, backed by 
the Government, are willing to bargain 
with their employes, but not with 
‘‘ walking delegates.’’ 


“VANCOUVER, June 16.—Strike lead- 
ers here say that forty-two unions out 
of sixty-five are on strike. This morn- 
ing the Vancouver Machin»sry Depot 
resumed work. This is an vpen shop, 
with both union and nonunion em- 
ployes.

MORE FOR PORT WORKERS. 


Arbitration Board, Unionists and 
Employers, Announces Agreement. 


An agreement as to wages and condi- 
tions of labor among harbor workers 
was announced yesterday after two 
months of deliberation by the Arbitra- 
tion Board, composed of an equal num- 
ber of representatives of the harbor 
workers and the private boat owners. 

These meetings commenced after a 
strike of seven weeks’ duration, during 
which the commerce of the port was se- 
riously crippled, and resulted in con- 
siderable increases in wages and other 
concessions for the men, in spite of the 
fact that their attempt to gain these 
advantages by strike was definitely 
beaten by the private boat owners. 

The new scale of wages for the higher 
grades of skilled harbor workmen, such 

as engineers, captains, and pilots, pro- 
vides for increases av ng $16 
month. '. Other groups of harbor labor 
benefit in the same proportion. The 
increases are retroactive,.and the men 
will receive payment to cover the dif- 
ference between the old scale from the

There was a time when. the 
Mexican ,Government would have re- 
sisted the passing of a single American 
soldier into’ its country in pursuit of 
bandits who had been raiding peaceful 
settlements on the Américan side, but
